TIES UP OAKLAND

AFL Unions Obey Order 
to ‘Pull Everything’ in 
Protest “Against “Police 
Escort.

OAKLAND, Calif., Dec. 3 (AP) 
—A general strike tied up Oakland 
today as AF'L trade unions obeyed 
an order to “pull everything in 
Oakland.” 

Transportation, except for a 
mass of private automobiles, was 
stilled, 

Normal operation of industry in 
the area of 1,000,000 persons halt- 
ed. Newspapers ceased publica- 
tion. Commuters—120,000 of*them 
—either stayed at home or found 
themselves caught in the slow tide 
of private cars. 

The strike, effective at 5 a. m. 
(7 a.m., St. Louis time) was a 
retaliatory move by AFL unions to 
Sunday’s action of police in escort- 
ing non-union trucks, laden with 
merchandise, to two picketed de- 
partment stores, 

The Alameda County (Oakland) 
CIO Council supported the strike 
by respecting AFL picket lines, 
but the CIO did not order a strike 
of its own. 

(The United Press reported that 
300 policemen blocked off the 
downtown shopping district tri- 
angle Sunday, towed automobiles 
off the street, prohibited pedes- 
trians and private cars from en- 
tering the area, and ordered pick- 
ets away from the two department 
stores.) 

James Galliano, attorney for the 
AFL Labor Council, said that the 
Veterans Trucking Co. which 
manned the trucks, consisted of 
strike breakers brought from Los 
Angeles, and that the trucks were 
escorted by squad cars and mo- 
torcycle police “with a show that 
has not been accorded even the 
President of the United States.”

Fuel for Firms Cut 50 Pér 
Cent After Heavy De- 
mand to Heat Homes— 
General Motors Calls 
Back 2500. 


More than 6000 employes of in- 
dustrial plants in the St. Louis 
area were laid off today when the 
supply of natural gas to industrial 
users was cut 50 per cent by the 
Mississippi River Fuel Corp. to 
meet the demands from domestic 
consumers, Cold weather here 
and in the South caused heavy 
demand for natural gas from 
householders. 

As the temperature rose this 
afternoon and the supply of gas 
for industrial users was increased, 
General Motors Corp. announced 
its night shift of 2500 workers had 
been called back to work. Earlier 
in the day it was announced that 
the Fisher Body and Chevrolet 
plants at Natural Bridge and Un- 
ion boulevard would be closed. 
There are about 2500 employes of 
the day shift and an equal num- 
ber on the night shift. 

Some plants have stand-by coal 
and oil heating units but could 
not shift to coal because of short 
supply due to the strike in that 
indus’ . 
industrial users of natural gas are. 
required to reduce their consump- 
tion whenever asked to meet de- 
mands from domestic users of » 

The American Stove Co., 
South Kingshighway, closed at 
noon today and laid off all its 951 
production workers because of the 
short supply of natural gas. Only 
the research laboratory remained 
open. Enamel furnaces were 
banked and can be started again 
on short notice, it was said..

States District Court: 
The history of the labor injunc- 


tion prior to 1932 is a sordid one. 
Congress in 1914 recognized that 
by passing the Clayton Act, and 
again in 1932 by enacting the 
Norés-LaGuardia Act. The latter 
act, in plain language which any 
intelligent citizen can understand, 
provides that— 

“No court of the United States 
. Shall have jurisdiction to issue 
any restraining order or tempo- 
rary or permanent injunction in a 
case involving or growing out of a 
labor dispute... .” 

The United Mine Workers are 
in a dispute over working condi- 
tions in the mines which, in our 
opinion, spells nothing else but a 
labor dispute. The Clayton Act 
and the Norris-LaGuardia Act 
clearly enumerate certain tradi- 
tional union activities which shall 
not be restrained or enjoined by

Sonorously hé went on, denoune- 
ing “this coercive and all-embrac- 
ing restraining order,” which he 
was accused of ignoring. 

Addressing the court, he said: 

“Your injunction, sir, I respect- 
fully submit, deprives the miners 
of these constitutional rights, free- 
dom of speech, freedom of the 
press, freedom of assembly, and 
freedom from involuntary servi- 
tude. 

“The miners and I stand upon 
these constitutional rights as 
American citizens.” 

Lewis Free Without Bond. 

Pending sentence, Judge Golds- 
borough directed that Lewis go 
free of bond, in custody of his 
counsel. 

AFL General Counsel Joseph A, 
Padway protested indignantly: 

“The court did not need to add 
‘in custody of counsel.’” 

Lewis, Padway said, will be in 
court of his own free will at any 
time the judge orders. 

In announcing his’ verdict, 
Judge Goldsborough emphasized 
that Lewis was guilty both indi- 
vidually and as president of UMW, 
and that UMW was separately 
guilty, 

He said that, having found 
Lewis guilty of contempt, he con- 
Sidered the question of sentence 
“of course very important.” 
“While it may be somewhat un- 
usual, but certainly not improper,” 
he said, “the court would like to 
have views of counsel] for the de- 
fendants and counsel for the Gov- 
ernment as to what these sen- 
tences should be.”

They al- 
most came to blows once during 
negotiations to end the mine fore- 
men’s strike last October. This 
Lime Burke took the view that, 
since negotiations had to start 
pome time, the sooner the better. 
Burke served one term in the 
House of Representatives. In 1934 
he was elected to the Senate ag a 
iNew Dealer, but later parted com- 
Ppany with the late President 
Roosevelt. He lost in his 1940 cam-

became president of the Southern 
Coal Producers Association.

As to the situation now exist- 
Ing in the coal industry, the 
Southern Producers Association is 
acutely aware of the intolerable 
condition and is anxious that it

“The Southern Coal Producers 
Association, as did the rest of the 
industry, seriously endeavored to 
effect a collective bargaining 
agreement with the UMWA last 
spring. Representatives of the 
miners walked out of that con- 
ference. 

“This was followed by the Gov- 
ernment taking over the mines 
and the negotiation of the Krug- 
Lewis agreement, under which 
the mines operated until Nov. 20, 
at which time Mr. Lewis saw fit 
to attempt to abrogate that agree- 
ment.

RUSSIA, YUGOSLAVIA FIGHT

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Dec. 3 
(UP)—Russia and Yugoslavia to- 
day promised a last-ditch fight 
to have the United Nations estab- 
lish permanent headquarters in 
the New York area.

fense ‘lawyers ° would discuss with 
reporters the question of penalties, 
When Lewis was asked for com- 
ment, he merely shook his head 
slightly and turned away. 


The finding of “guilty of con- 
tempt of court” ended one phase 
of the Government's legal drive to 
get the .400,000 soft coal miners 
back on the job, Still pending is 
the Government's request to make 
the restraining order a permanent 
injunction, 


It was uncertain whether the 
judge will issue a ruling on this 
tomorrow. 


The judge could continue the 
case to bring out more testimony 
on the legality of the Government- 
UMW coal contract, or he might 
decide he had heard sufficient evi- 
dence on that point and announce 
his ruling simultaneously with the 
sentencing of Lewis. 


Defense Rests Suddenly. 


Lewis's attorneys ended their 
defense abruptly, without calling 
any witnesses, after the court had 
admitted documentary evidence 
that the mine union leader de- 
clared last May 29 that his con- 
tract with the Government, 
signed that day, settled all issues 
“for the period of Government 
operation” of the coal mies. 

This evidence was in the form 
of a newsreel transcript. 

Over vigorous defense objec- 
tions, Judge Goldsborough admit- 
ted also a United Mine Workers 
brief, filed in another case, which 
contended that the Government 
operates the mines in its role as 
“sovereign.” 


This brief dealt with a suit 
against the UMW by the Jones & 
laughlin Steel Co, It was pre- 
sented in the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals last September. 


In that case, the union argued 
that the suit actually should have 
been brought against the Govern- 
ment, since it was the sovereign 
power in view of its operation of 
the mines. 


In the contempt case, the union 
has argued that Government oper- 
ation of the mines is only a “token 
operation,” and that the sovereign 
power of the Government is not 
involved. 

Immediately after resting 
Lewis's case, Welly Hopkins of de- 
fense counsel moved to strike all 
Government testimony on the 
ground that contempt of court was 
the only issue and that the Gov- 
ernment’s testimony regarding 


the coal mines was immaterial. 
The motion was denied. 

Then Judge Goldsborough asked 
whether the Government had any 
arguments to make. Assistant At- 
torney General John F. Sonnett 
said the Government had no argu- 
ments unless the defense pre- 
sented some. 

For the defense, AFL General 
Counsel Padway suggester a short 
adjournment in order to study a 
proposed verdict prepared by the 
Government, 

After the recess, Judge Golds-. 
borough adopted the Government's 
proposed “findings of fact and 
conclusions of law” as his own 
judgment, asserting that “as far 
as I can see” the Government's 
conclusions were “largely in agree- 
ment with the evidence.” 

The finding held that Lewis 
and the United Mine Workers 
had “obstructed and interfered 
with the exercise by the United 
States of its sovereign functions,” 
and had “unlawfully coerced, in- 
stigated, induced and encouraged” 
the stoppage of work in the mines. 
While not a precise and full quo- 
tation, that language is almost a 
direct lift from Section 6 of the 
Smith - Connally Act providing 
penalties for strikes against the 
Government. 


IJast-Minute Decision. 
The surprise resting of the de- 
fense case apparently was a last- 
minute decision, for two officers 
closely connnected with the de- 
fense said last night that the un- 
ion was considering putting Lewis 
on the stand. 
Until today Lewis had sat in 
rock-like silence, hardly shifting 
his bulk as he listened to Govern- 
ment testimony that he broke off 
his contract illegally and caused a 
strike which already has thrown 
thousands out of work in coal- 
consuming industries and may 
make 5,000,000 idle if it lasts for 
another month and a half. 


Some Miners Surprised and Upset 
Over Convictions, 


PITTSBURGH, Dec. 3 (AP) — 
Some western Pennsylvania soft 
coal miners expressed themselves 
as being surprised and upset to- 
day over the conviction of the 
United Mine Workers and its pres- 
ident, John L, Lewis, for contempt 
of court. 

On one point a few questioned by 
reporters were unanimous — that 
they wouldn’t work unless Lewis 
tells them to. 

John Jalni, a loader for the Con- 
sumers Mining Co., declared: 

“No, we don’t like this at all. 
If we have to pay, we will pay. 
We'll go to work when the boss 
tells us to.” 

Another asserted the miners 
would “follow Lewis to jail’ and 
added: “If the miners stand to- 
gether and refuse to pay, what 


will the Government do? Surely 


‘they're not going to put 400,000 


miners in jail.” 


JAPS FOSTERED INDIES REVOLT,

Findings of Fact. 

The court adopted also 15 pages 
of findings of fact submitted .by 
the Government, A summary of 
these follows: 

1. The Krug-Lewis agreement 
“covers for the period of Govern- 
ment possession the terms and 
conditions of employment in re- 
spect to all mines in Government 
possession.” 

2. On Nov. 11, 1946, the UMW 
first made specific proposals for 
contract changes which “included 
changes of a substantial and far- 
reaching nature and which would 
involve an increase in the cost of 
production of coal] at the mine of 
at least 50 cents a ton.” 

3. On Nov. 15, Lewis. notified 
Krug that the UMW was exercis- 
ing its “option” to terminate the 
agreement at midnight Nov. 20. 

4. On the same day, Krug ad- 
vised Lewis that Lewis had no 
power to terminate the agreement. 

5. It is an established policy of 
the UMW “that the miners will 
not work in the absence of a con- 
tract and that upon the declara- 
tion by the defendants that no 
contract exists the minerg cease 
work.

PATIENT IN OPERATING ROOM 
AT TEL AVIV IS KIDNAPED 


JERUSALEM, Dec. 3 (UP) — 
Five armed men broke into the 
operating room of a hospital in 
Tel Aviv today and took away a 


patient believed to be one of two 
holdup men wounded in an at- 
tempt to rob a Polish cashier out- 
side Barclay’s Bank there. 

One Jew was killed in the effort 
to hold up a representative of 
emigre Polish troops outside the 
bank. He was shot down by Polish 
bodyguards after he seized $60,000, 
which was recovered. He was 
identified as Paul Rosenberger. 
Later the armed men entered 
the operating room of the Hadas- 
sah Hospital and took away a 
patient, who was said to be on 
the operating table at the time. 
The intruders, it was said, forced 
medical attendants to complete the 
operation, then earried the wound- 
ed man to a waiting automobile.

—Twelve persons were killed and

“The mere availability of gas 
would render less likely the chance 
of successive coal strikes. Mr. 
Lewis and the mine workers now 
have a monopoly, which accounts 
for his intransigence, It would be 
salutary for him to be subjected 
agnin to a little competition, He 
is getting too big for his breeches.” 


Ickes criticized the Government 
plans announced’ yesterday for 
temporary movement of natural 
gas from Texas eastward through 
the pipelines to help ease the fuel 
shortage during the coal strike. 
“In my opinion,” he said, “there 
was unfolded before this commit- 
tee yesterday as choice a bit of 
slick politics as this country has 
been privileged to see for a long 
time.” 

Under the plan to lease the pipe- 
lines to the Tennessee Gas & 
Transmission Co., Ickes said the 
pipelines “will be subordinated to 
the interest of the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey because to that 
company are already subordinated 
the Hope Co., Columbia, Gas and 
Electric and the Tennessee Gas 
and Transmission companies.”

Chairman Kilgore Releases Report After Re- 
publicans on Committee Decide to 
Publish Critical Meader Findings.

The Cooke report. said 
had not been sufficient derelic- 
tions of conduct on the part of 
American personnel in occupied 
Germany to jeopardize the. pres- 
tige, reputation and authority of 
the United States,” 


By releasing the Cooke report, 
Kilgore tried to steal a march on 
the four Republicans on the com- 
mittee, who had distributed to the 
press for publication tomorrow a 
secret report on Germany by the 
committee's counsel, George Mea 
der, 

Criticizes Republicans. 

Kilgore criticized the decision 
by the four Republicans—-Brew- 
ster of Maine, Ball of Minnesota, 
Ferguson of Michigan and Know- 
land of California.

‘Union Spokesman Puts 
Wage Loss on That 
Line at More Than 
$3,000,000 a Year. 
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More than 1000 employes of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad would 
‘be thrown out of work and lost 
'wages would exceed $3,000,000 a 
‘year through curtailment of em- 
/ployment on that line alone if 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
is permitted to enter St. Louis, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
was told today. 

This estimate came from J. H. 
McDonald, grievance committee 
chairman for the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Engine- 
men, who. spoke on behalf of 
some 28,800 Missouri Pacific em- 
ployes. 

Jobs not only of trainmen and 
engineers but of many other rail- 
road workers are jeopardized by 
the Santa Fe plan through the in- 
roads this new competitor would 
make on Missouri Pacific revenue, 
McDonald asserted. He pointed 


out that for every trainman and 
engineer there are four workers in 
other categories, 

Citing a Missouri Pacific esti- 
mate that Santa Fe competition 
would reduce annual revenue by 
$6,000,000 to $9,000,000, McDonald 
said 52.4 cents of each Missouri 
Pacific revenue dollar during the 
first seven months of 1946 went 
to labor. ; 


Estimate of Wage Loss. 


Wage losses would range from 
$3,144,000 to $4,716,000, covering 
jobs of 1061 to 1590 workers, he 
continued. 


When railroad employment !s 
reduced, he said, employes with 
low seniority ratings are placed on 
indefinite furlough and have little 
opportunity to secure employment 
in their chosen field because of 
seniority practices. Others, through 
the “bumping” process, are de- 
moted to jobs in lower classes. 
Some workers are shifted to other 
cities, with resultant dislocation of 
families, he added. 

An estimate that 740 employes

DAYLIGHT SAVING 
IN ST. LOUIS VOTED 
SUCCESS BY C. OF C, 


Daylight saving during St. Louis 
summers has been yoted a suc- 
cess by the Chamber of Commerce 
executive committee, which an- 
nounced today it would oppose the 
pending movement for repeal of 
the daylight saving ordinance. A 
bill to repeal the ordinance, which 
became effective last spring, has 
been introduced by Aldermen 
George N,. Daugherty. 

Reasons cited by the chamber 
for its position are that daylight 
saving helps business interests by 
keeping them within an hour of 
eastern cities, where daylight sav- 
ing also prevails; that it encour- 


ate to bring the Santa Fe into St. 
Louis, argued that rerouting of 


uBrlington trains might eliminate 
jobs of 90 workers. He conceded 
this estimate failed to take into 
consideration jobs that would be 
created by eight new freight-train 
runs, 

The “saturation point” has been 
passed with regard to passenger 
train service between St. Louis 
and Kansas City, H. L. Schaeffer, 
former general passenger traffic 
manager for. the Missouri Pacific, 
asserted today in a documented 
attack on the Santa Fe plan. 


He pointed out that the number 
of daily passenger trains operat- 
ing between the two Missouri 
cities has been reduced ‘rom 30 
to 26, and estimated that, in or- 
der to obtain revenue forecast by 
the Santa Fe, that line would 
have to take $750,000 a year away 
from the Missouri Pacific and the 
Wabash on this run. 


Had the Santa Fe been operat- 
ing into St. Louis in 1940, the last 
prewar year, it could have diverted 
44,772 carloads of freight, or $4,- 
251,488 in revenue, from the Tex- 
as & Pacific Railway, G. A. Ryser, 
assistant general freight agent of 
the T.&P., testified yesterday.

basic human rights and free- 
doms. 


“2. We shall take part in any 
necessary action~ against the 
Franco regime, under the United 
Nations charter, if and when 
this regime becomes a threat to 
international peace and secur- 
ity. 

“3. Pending such an eventual- 
ity, we are opposed to coercive 
Measures by the United Nations, 
such as severance of diplomatic 
relations or the imposition of 
economic sanctions, because 
they would either aid Franco by 
uniting the panish people 
against outside interference, or 
would precipitate the Spanish 
people themselves into the disas- 
ter of civil war with unknown 
but inevitable costly conse- 
quences. 

“4. We shall join in continu- 
ing to oppose the admission of 
the Franco regime, not only to 
the United Nations, but to any 
international agencies set up at 
the initiative of the United Na- 
tions. 

“5. Finally, we believe that the 
Spanish people should determin” 
their own destiny. Fcllowing the 
withdrawal of the Franco re- 
gime it is our hope that they 
will establish a provisional gov- 
ernment and hold a free election 
so that Spain may once again 
assume her rightful place as a 
member of the family of na- 
tions.” 

(A Madrid dispatch said Franco 
had sent representations to the 
United States deploring the terms 
of the American resolution on 
Spain.) 

White Russian’s Charge. 

After Connally concluded his 
statement today, Foreign Minister 
Kuzma Kiseley of White Russia 
took the floor and charged that 
the Franco government “continues 
to exist through the political and 
economic assistance” of certain 
U.N. members. 

He attacked the delegates of 
the Philippines and El] Salvador 
for what he called their “de- 
fense of Franco.” He said it was 
incredible that such a speech as 
that of Hector David Castro of EI 
Salvador yesterday could be made 
in the U.N., and assailed the com- 
mittee chairman, Dmitri Z. Manuil- 
sky of the Ukraine, for allowing 
the speech. 

Manuilsky replied that as chair- 

man he had to be impartial and 
“tolerate” the speech. 
Panama; Czechoslovakia, India 
and Norway all demanded strong 
»and united action against Franco. 
Britain and Canada supported the 
American position. 

The political committee decided 
to defer debate on the arms limi- 
tation question until its afternoon 
session, when Deputy Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei Y. Vishinsky 
was expected to give Russia's 
views on an American proposal. 

Vishinsky told the committee 
yesterday that the Soviet delega- 
tion was not prepared to discuss 
the United States proposal at that 
time. It was understood the So- 
viet delegation had asked Mos- 
cow for instructions. 

The United States rejected Rus- 
sia’s disarmament proposal as “too 
marrow and circumscribed.” Rus- 
sia’s resolution calls for a general 
reduction of armaments, withthe 
atomic weapons stipulated as the 
primary task. It has accepted in- 
spection and control within the 
framework of the Security Coun- 
cil, where the veto could be ap- 
plied. 

Debate on Veto. 

The political subcommittee on 
the veto debated a series of pro- 
posals for three hours without de 
cision and then put the question 
over until tomorrow. 

Russia maintained strong oppo- 
sition to any resolution implying 
criticism of the use of the veto 
and Australia was equally firm in 
declaring that it wanted such pro- 
Visions in the resolution. 

Vishinsky suggested that the 
secretariat combine all sugges- 
tions made, which in effect would 
water down the proposals. 

“It is better to have a good 
minimum resolution that none at 
all,” he declared. 

Joseph E. Johnson, the United 
States representative, contended 
“that it was better to have no reso- 
lution at all than one which did 
not express a consensus of the 
committee.” 

Debate On Food. 

A U.N. committee on economics 
mdopted pledges yesterday which 
would in effect return the United 
States, among other nations, to 
the food controls of last summer. 

The food control pledges ask 
the U.N. General Assembly to 
“urge” the member governments 
to take the following steps: 

To increase the output and col- 
lection of food, to prevent the re- 
duction in grain, to increase ex- 
ports of food, to allocate food to 
the countries in most urgent 
need, and td prevent “unwar- 
ranted increases” in the price of 
food,

Many plants curtailed their op- 
erations but did not lay off work- 
ers and began seeking other fuels 
to meet theremergency.

G. Marbury, vice president of 
Mississippi River Fuel-Corp., said 
as demand from householders 
dropped off, the gas supply to 
large industrial users would be 
increased. 


Atomic Operation Cut. 


The Mallinckrodt Chemical 
Works, 3600 North Second street, 
reported operations at one of its 
plants, working on a phase of the 
atomic energy project, were 
“sharply curtailed” because of the 
reduction in its gas supply. An 
effort was being made to convert 
the plant to oil, a spokesman for 
Mallinckrodt said. The general 
plant of the chemical firm had not 
been affected. ° 


Phenol production at the Mon- 
santo (Tll.) plant of Monsanto 
Chemical Co. was halted by the 
cut in the natural gas supply.

The General Cable Co. plant 
at 4121 North Kingshighway re- 
ported it was “starving at the 
base” because its basic process, a 
bar furnace where copper wire is 
rolled and dried, was dependent 
on gas. An effort was being made 
to get bottled or tank gas.

May Carry Fight for Law 
Curbing Petrillo Di- 
rectly to the Supreme 
Court. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (UP)— 
The Government prepared today 
to appeal, perhaps directly to the 
Supreme Court, a Chicago decision 
invalidating the Lea Act, which 
Congress passed for the specific 
purpose of curbing the powers of 
music czar James C. Petrillo. 

The decision, issued yesterday 
by United States District Judge 
Walter 8S. Labuy in Chicago, was 
viewed by some members of Con- 
gress as a further argument for 
new legislation § restricting the 
rights of labor unions. 

The Lea Act makes it a crime to 
force or attempt to force a radio 
station to hire more employes 
than it actually needs. It was 
aimed directly at Petrillo'’s drive 
to force radio stations to hire 
members of his AFL American 
— of Musicians as stand- 

ys. 

Judge Labuy ruled that the act 
violated the Fifth and Fourteenth 
amendments to the Constitution 
by restricting freedom of speech 
and employment of labor. He dis- 
missed a criminal information 
filed by the Government against 
Petrillo last June 13 after he 
calied a strike against radio sta- 
tion WAAF in Chicago. 

May By-Pass Circuit Court. 

United States Attorney J. Albert 
Woll said in Chicago that the Gov- 
ernment might by-pass the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals 
and go directly to the Supreme 
Court in an effort to reverse the 
ruling. The Government can do 
this on a showing of urgent pub- 
lic interest. 

Justice Department officials 
here indicated they would study 
the text of Judge Labuy’s decision 
before deciding the basis of the 
Government's appeal. 

Representative Clare Hoffman, 
(Rep.), Michigan, said the Chica- 
go decision, if allowed to stand, “is 
another argument why we should 
repeal or drastically modify the 
Wagner Act, change the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act, and make the 
anti-trust laws apply to unions the 
game as to employers.” 

The Norris-LaGuardia Act re- 
stricts the use of injunctions in 
labor disputes. 

Hoffman said Petrillo couldn’t 
maintain his closed shop without 
the protection of the Wagner Act. 
When Petrillo abuses rights un- 
der that act, Hoffman said, then 
those rights should be withdrawn. 

“Challenge,” Lea Says. 

Representative Clarence F. Lea 
(Dem.), California, author of the 
disputed legisiation which was 
passed by Congress last summer, 
said Judge LaBuy’s decision is “a 
challenge to all who believe in a 
government by law and order.” 

“It is a challenge to the incom- 
ing Congress which I hope it will 
vigorously accept,” Lea said. “I 
have no fault to find with the 
legitimate activities and aspira- 
tions of labor unions. I detest the 
@rrogant rackteering now being 
pulled off on the country in the 
mame of labor. I am in favor of 
ending racketeering on the pub- 
lic.” 

Lea said the decision “is in line 
with a number of court decisions 
in recent years which, by hyper- 
critical and superficial reasoning 
have thrown an amazing large 
number of protective shields over 
the grossest forms of labor rack- 
eteering.”

Auriol’s election was made pos-

(MRP) headed by Georges Bidault, 
the retiring president-premier. 

It had been understood previous- 
ly that the Communists had of- 
fered to aupport Auriol in return 
for Socialist votes for the Com- 
munist candidate for Premier — 
Maurice Thoreg, 

Socialista to Meet. 

The Socialist National Congress 
has scheduled a meeting later to- 
day to decide whether to back 
Thorez, Membera announaed they 
were unable to commit themselves 
in advance. The Communists said 
the nomination of Cachin was dic- 
tated by the lack of prior agree- 
ment. 

Thorez thus far ig the only an- 
nounced candidate for the pre- 
miership, vacated last Thursday 
by Bidault in_a conatitutional atep 
to open the way for the fourth 
republic. The new premier will set 
up an interim cabinet to serve 
until the formation of a perma- 
nent government in mid-January.

. WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (AP)— 
Senator Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, 
advocated yesterday action by lo- 
cal governments to prohibit 
strikes or lockouts in essential 
public utilities, 

Speaking at the annual confer- 
ence of the National Institute of 
Muinicipal Law Officers, Ball 
said the problem of utility shut- 
downs shotld be handled exclu- 
sively by local authorities and 
that disputes should be settled by 
compulsion if necessary. He sug- 
gested that since essential utili- 
ties were regulated by states, lo-

——- should have state back- 
ng. 

Such a plan, he added, might 
well become a pattern for meet- 
ing similar questions in other 
fields.

The object of guch a “shel- 
tered workshop,” he said, “should 
be to renew the faith of the pa- 
tient, to carry him from part-time 
to full-time work as his health 
permits and to graduate into in- 
dustry or professional or voca- 
tiona) schools all those who have 
demonstrated their ability to 
work.”

‘Widespread Rioting.

Ter- 
rible communal rioting has been 
going on for weeks in various 
centers between the Hindus and 
Moslems. Thousands of lives have 
been lost and great numbers of 
persons have been injured.

A keen political leader like the 
Socialist leader, Leon Blum, who 
knows the Communist as well as 
anyone in France, has serious 
doubts. He has publicly said he 
does not know what to think of 
this fundamental question, but 
prefers to remain skeptical. 


Maurice Thorez, secretary-gen- 
eral of the French Communist 
party and his party’s candidate 
for the premiership, scornfully 
denies all allegations that the 
party is a tool of the Russians. 
Recently he declared that French 
Communism was unlike Russian 
Communism in not seeking a class- 
less society, and in not seeking to 
eliminate private property, 


Always Pro-Russian. 


An impartial observer, without 
proof, cannot assert that the 
French Communists do follow in- 
structions issued by the Politboro. 
He can only conclude, after ex- 
tensive observation, that the 
French Communists are consist- 
ently pro-Russian in their writ- 
ings and speeches and rarely, if 
ever, pro-American or pro-British. 

Following Thorez’s repudiation 
of the idea that French and Rus- 
sian communists are pursuing the 
same goals, Blum wrote in the 
Socialist newspaper La Populaire, 
that “we cannot receive that 
assertion with complete belief 
Why? 

“Because in the last twelve

Your editorial “Insurance Against De- 
pression,” of Nov. 28, ig a masterpiece. 
In a gulp the inevitability of another de- 
pression is accepted and the subsequent 
need for relief lines and mendicant ap- 
plications for subsistence-level employ- 
ment is approved. (Editor's Note: In 
the interest of accuracy, the editorial, 
as ite caption clearly indicates, pointed 
‘to the danger of another depression and 
asked for measures to deal with it.) 

This, then, is the brave new world. 
This is the redemption of promises by 
industry and government of full employ- 
ment—promises made, at the height of 
war, to the tired and dirty fighting men 
in all the dirty and bloody theaters of 
war. This is the pay-off. 

Many thinking persons and a few in- 
telligent organizations are fighting to 
keep the veteran from feeling he is a 
person set apart as a specia) class. Un- 
less a tremendous pressure group, the 
greatest in the history of organized gov- 
ernment, is to be formed, the veteran 
must become a citizen. That is basic. 

While in service the veteran Was as- 
sured that the cynicism of the tired old 
men had been put aside. Full employ- 
ment, full production and economic sta- 
bility would be assured. The techniques 
developed to produce the most tremen- 
dous industrial output in history would 
be turned from swords to plowshares. 
The proof was plain to all that America, 
which had never produced enough goods 
to supply adequate living for its citizens, 
had found the way to produce, 

Now it is forgotten. Fear and greed 
can lead the way to production at high 
levels; the good of the common man is 
not sufficient incentive. 

The Brookings Institution, among many 
others, made a comprehensive study of 
the causes leading to the 1929-38 depres- 
sion. Many findings were confused but 
there emerged a consistent picture of 
our economy and what makes it tick. In 
a word, the consumer. 

When the consumer stops spending 
our economy falters and stops. The con} 
sumer stops spending gradually, First 
the luxury items and higher priced mer- 
-chandise suffers. Unemployment in 
those lines. Next spending for essential 
goods and services is curtailed. 

Why did that consumer curtail buying 
dn the first place? High prices, infla- 
tion. It seems obvious that the consum- 
/er would not have had to curtail his buy- 
‘ing if an economically reasonable share 
of those high prices had found its way 
back into his pockets. It seems obvious 
that the consumer would not have had 
to curtail buying if the desire for gain 
had been channeled into fuller produc- 
tion at existing or lower price levels. If 
‘the principle of more production for a 
‘greater number of customers was fol- 
‘Jowed we could eliminate depressions, 

Instead of planning for charity, why 
mot try to feed and clothe and house all 
“of the people all of the time? That's 
capitalism actually functioning, that is 
free enterprise for all people, that’s the 
freedom of opportunity we have so far 
secured only in time of war. Why not 
have freedom of all people to live decent- 
ly instead of freedom now and then of 
a few to die in foreign fields? 

If the Post-Dispatch is to underwrite 
“Insurance Against Depression” why 
* not underwrite the real thing? Why not 

abandon the cynicism of the tired old 
» men? 

Until such a positive attitude is adopt- 
ed, I recommend that your masthead 
carry the slogan so well expressed by 
James Thurber in a New Yorker car- 
toon: 

“Laissez faire and let laissez faire is 
what I always say.”

Just Around the Corner? 


A minor depression, say 13 of 14 economists 
polled by United Press, is not far ahead. Storm 
warnings are already flying. Inventories pile up 
higher than consumer purchases. Some things— 
small radios, for example—are already on the 
point of glut, and others are moving that way. 
Recent studies show that only a very small frac- 
tion of the people have reserves of savings which 
a few days without pay would not eat up. 


Business failures are rising. For 10 months, 
as the Cleveland Trust Co. bulletin puts it, 


_ business, for all its unparalleled activity, has ex- 


isted in a state of “pessimistic prosperity’— 
pessimistic because nobody believes it can last. 
We won a shooting war but, by nearly universal 
belief, are about to lose the first engagement 
on the crucial economic home front the peace 
has drawn up. 

The same spirit goes through every class. It 
will be, says J. A. Livingston, “the second-best- 
advertised slump in American history.” That 
fact, at least, is healthy. Some argue that we 
can talk ourselves into depression, but no de- 
pression can be very big or last very long with- 
out the underlying economic maladjustments 
that cause depression. 

Knowledge of the storm ahead may cause 
management and organized labor, to heighten its 
fury by trying to batten down too-high profits 
and wages now, “while the getting is still good.” 
Nevertheless, it is better that we proceed in 
knowledge than in ignorance. As we discovered 
along about 1932, brave words about prosperity 
“Just around the corner” do not talk us out of 
depression. They only delay us in acting to 
get out. By foreknowledge, this time, at least, 
we can avoid sudden necessities for bread lines, 
apple-selling and leaf-raking. 

Abundant preparation to ease the blow {s par- 
ticularly important because, according to one of 
the 14 economists, the recession may sever 7,000,- 
000 to 12,000,000 persons from payrolls. To be 
sure, it may, like the 1921 slump in somewhat 
similar circumstances, be short-lived, and there- 
by deserve the prediction that it will be minor. 
But joblessness is not minor to the jobless. Nor, 
as 1921 showed, would a short, sharp depression 
be minor in eventual effects. 

As a matter of statistics, 1921 was mild. How- 
ever, it did major damage to the farmers and 
little business men among whom it was concen- 
trated. It left business control in fewer hands, 
making it increasingly possible to set the volume 
of production below full employment for the 
sake of larger immediate profits. So the 1921 
slump helped pave the way for the collapse of 
1929-33 and the slowness of recovery thereafter. 


Unfortunately, economists and politicians do 
not agree on what to do, or even what could be 
done, to forestall the personal hardships and 
unsafe economic trends before they actually be- 
gin to happen. It is not pleasant to know that, 
for all our vaunted physical science, we lack the 
applied economic science to root out our recur- 
rent disease of modern industrial society. All 
we seem to know is to give some relief to im- 
mediate hardship, and to prime the economic 
pump with deficit spending after the life-giving 
flow has already slackened. We have many 
palliatives and no drastic cures. 

We do know, in a broad way, what the disease 
is. “Price rigidity” is the formal name of its 
virus. In a flexible economy, out-of-line prices 
would be pulled back by competition, produc- 
tion would quickly recover. But, with too much 
concentration of industrial control and too much 
organization among other groups, manufacturers 
think it more profitable to lay men off than to 
pare customary profit margins, labor to sit idle 
rather than take lower hourly rates, and farmers 


‘to let food rot. 


The disease of rigidity has grown for many 
years, but particularly since the instability dur- 
ing and after two world wars speeded over-con- 
centration and over-organization, It has already 
led to a decline in the area occupied by free 
enterprise. Missionary Communists are de- 
lighted with the further prospect. But, knowing 
all that as most of us probably do, is anything 
going to be done about it? 
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The Communications Barrier 

Two of the elemental ingredients of world 
peace—healthy trade and mutual understanding 
between nations—are concerned in the telecom- 
munications conference at Paris. 

In the past, British monopoly of world com- 
munications has been a barrier to free trade and 
global understanding. It has promoted British 
commerce and British propaganda, sometimes at 
the expense of these larger values. The pros- 
perity and prestige of the United States have 
suffered in consequence, 

Now, as Anne O’Hare McCormick, of the edi- 
torial board of the New York Times, asserted at 
the conference, barriers must come down. Com- 
munications systems should be made a stimulus, 
instead, to freedom of buying and selling and to 
freedom of integehange of information. The vast 
communiestions system which the United States 
Government built over much of the world dur- 
ing the war is a powerful lever to topple the 
barriers. 
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A Boost for Guaranteed Wages 

Guaranteed annual wages have received a boost 
in a study made by Murray W. Latimer, ex-chair- 
man of the Railroad Retirement Board, under 
Office of War Mobilization and Reconversion 
auspices. It is a particularly large boost be- 
cause Latimer proposes ways to make it easier 
for employers to adopt annual wages. 

One suggestion is that the states, contrary to 
present practice, make unemployment benefits 
available to guaranteed-wage workers, and that 
their employers be allowed to offset payments 
from the state against their own commitment 
to their idle workers, This could hardly increase 
drafts on state funds, because the states would 
have to pay the benefits anyhow if the guaran- 
teed wage had not been adopted. Probably it 
would decrease drafts on public funds, because 
employers who use the system would plan dili- 
gently to avoid idleness and the remaining lia- 
bility it imposes on them. 

Latimer also proposed that Congress let em- 
ployers accumulate tax-free trust funds against 
future costs of annual-wage plans—that is, a set- 
aside in good times for the rainy day. This, too, 
would be a considerable incentive. And it would 
be as reasonable, on the human side of industry, 


as the already tax-free depreciation reserves are 
on the property side. 

With this report to chew on, we hope the new 
Congress will make a sincere effort to help along 
the movement. For the guaranteed annual wage 
is a help alike to social security, economic sta- 
bility ‘and labor peace. 
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A “Victory” for Petrillo 

“Thank God for the federal courts, where 
they preach and practice democracy.” James 
Caesar Petrillo, high-handed, unscrupulous boss 
of the American Federation of Musicians, can 
make this demagogic statement only because 
Congress in effect handed him the opportunity 
on a platter of ill-conceived labor legislation. 

The Lea Act, which Judge Walter S. LaBuy 
of the Northern Illinois District has now de- 
clared unconstitutional, was a measure against 
one man and that one man was Petrillo. Since 
it was directed so patently at him, the result 
of the statute is held to be an “arbitrary classi- 
fication.” 

To quote from the Judge’s order dismissing 
the Government’s suit against Petrillo in the 
case of the Chicago Drovers’ Journal radio sta- 
tion, WAAF: 

The statute does not apply to employes 
who are engaged in communications, such 
as telephone or telegraph companies, but is 


definitely limited in its application to broad- 
casting station employes and no others. 


As a result, the broadcasting employes are 
singled out and held to a more rigid rule 
than any other employes, They have not 
the same rights and privileges as other em- 
ployes. They are penalized and prohibited 
in their contractual negotiations. 


A penalty which applies uniquely to 
broadcasting station employes and no others 
cannot survive the constitutional test. 

As if this: were not ,constitutional objection 
enough, Judge LaBuy also found that the act 
violated the free speech guaranty of the Bill 
of Rights. Since the Government has announced 
that it will appeal, the court’s findings of un- 
constitutionality are subject to higher review. 

But even so, the moral is plain. The way to 
handle the Caesar Petrillos of our society is not 
through hasty laws designed to deal with spot 
situations. The Smith-Connally Act was designed 
to bring John L; Lewis to time much as the 
Lea Act was passed to discipline Petrillo. But 
as everyone knaws, the Smith-Connally Act has 
been no deterrent to Lewis. It might even be 
said to have fostered strikes. 

: Congress had good intentions, but these were 
not enough, as was said in many quarters, in- 
cluding the Post-Dispatch, when the Lea Act 
was in process of passage. Now Petrillo can 
point to his “victory” in federal court, pay his 
lip service salute to the Constitution and thumb 
his nose at his critics. 
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Kansas City’s Interesting Question 

An exceedingly interesting urban question, in- 
volving the municipal future of an important 
suburban area north of Kansas City in Clay Coun- 
ty, is on its way to the Missouri Supreme Court. 

Kansas City voters approved the annexation of 
the 20-square mile area and its 7000 residents 
last month. Many of the dwellers in the area 
are opposed, since some of them moved out of 
the city to escape its taxes, city life and politics. 
The role of the legal opponent, however, prob- 
ably will be played by North Kansas City, a 
Clay County town of 3000 people which would be 
encircled if the annexation goes through. 

The Kansas City municipal administration, 
supported by the Kansas City Star, seeks to 
make a plausible case for the annexation. It ar- 
gues that the area inevitably will become eco- 
nomically and socially a part of Kansas City and 
that it should be a part governmentally. The 
area includes the Kansas City municipal water- 
works and the city’s airport. Manifestly, Kansas 
City cannot be criticized for looking to the prop- 
er protection of such vital public works as these. 

St. Louis and St. Louis County should watch 
the developments in this case with close atten- 
tion. The results may illuminate the city-county 
relationships problem which remain unsolved in 
this area. 
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Those Landlords! 


Landlords’ strikes have reached St. Louis. Two 
hundred of the reported 350 members of the 
Real Property Owners’ League, after calling for 
an end of rent ceilings, voted unanimously to 
leave vacated apartments vacant until the Gov- 
ernment gives in. 

Many months ago, before OPA and Congress 
began playing politics at landlords’ expense, this 
newspaper, among others, began arguing for an 
increase in rent ceilings as a matter of justice, 
The new Congress plainly intends general in- 
creases. But the R.P.O.L. is not satisfied with 
that prospect. 

The &.P.0.L.’s members are not smart. Though 
the G.O.P, leadership says no, they think they 
can knock rent control out entirely and make a 
real killing. When they fail, they will be out of 
pocket for the income they would have received 
by promptly re-renting vacated quarters. If 
enough others join their strike, popular anger 
may deter the new Congress from coming to 
their relief—or at least reduce the relief they 
might otherwise have had. 

If the landlords strike, moreover, the princi- 
pal victims will be veterans who fought in Eu- 
rope and Asia. 

At the same meeting, Mrs. J. Walter Goldstein 
spoke for public housing. They jeered her. H. 
L. Schmedel, R.P.O.L. president, expounded the 
coal-pile-in-the-bath tub theory. “If slum dwell- 
ers changed places with Webster Groves resi- 
dents,” said he, “in four years Webster Groves 
would be run-down and rat-infested.” (That's 
hogwash. The tidiness and other evidences of 
responsibility at Carr Square Village and Clin- 
ton-Peabody Terrace prove it so.) 

These local landlords have done slum clear- 
ance a great backhanded service. They show the 
nature of the opposition to it. Missouri cities 
will build more public housing. The previous 
State Senate approved their doing so and, but 
for a few adverse votes in a lightly attended 
session, the House would have joined. If the 
rent strike disappoints the landlords as their 
anti-housing stand is going to do, at least they 
are begging for it. 
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The schools are closing on account of the coal 
strike, but education will have made a net gain 
if John L. Lewis learns anything.

As though today’s food shortages weren’t 
enough, H. H. Bennett, chief of the Agri- 
culture Department’s Soil Conservation 
Service, announced in Princeton that when 
it comes to empty dinner plates we ain’t 
seen nothing yet. 


The whole world including the United 
States, says Mr. Bennett, is running short 
of good farming land. And unless we do 
something about it soon, our grocers will 
be laughing louder and louder as we ask 
timidly for bread, meat, eggs, butter, or 
even a bit of spinach. 


Mr, Bennett says that, so far, we Amer- 
icans have been lucky. We grabbed a big, 
fertile continent from the Indians. And 
ever since then, as fast as our farmers 
wore out their land, they were able to pick 
up their plows and move West. 


The bad news, of course, is that we ran 
out of West a generation or so back. And 
since then, the experts tell us, about a fifth 
of our farm land has gone to pot. We have 
about 460,000,000 acres left, but only 70,- 
000,000 acres of that is flat, rain-resistant 
land. The rest of our fertile soil, unless 
we get going on the erosion problem, is 
heading for the ocean. Even when the soil 
itself doesn’t wash away, the essential min- 
erals are dissolved and lost, 


Mineral-Vitamin Deficiencies 


The International Harvester Co.’s re- 
searchers have found that quite a bit of 
the food we're eating right now isn’t very 
nourishing. Because of the washed-out soil 
on which some of our vegetables are grown, 
or our cattle grazed, this food is deficient 
in minerals and vitamins. Most of us are 
still eating enough as far as volume goes, 
but it’s quite possible to starve to death on 
a full stomach. 


Some of the soil’s minerals, of course, can 
be replaced by fertilizers. But ordinary 
fertilizers add only four important elements 
to the soil, whereas the human body seems 
to need at least 21. If you don’t have iodine, 


for instance, you're liable to acquire a 
goiter. And shortages of phosphorus, mag- 
nesium, silver, zinc and other metals cause 
about everything from diseased tonsils to 


mysterious nervous disorders. 


Food may look good and even taste good. 
But, unless you know the land it came from, 
you can’t be sure whether it has good nour- 
ishment, minerals and vitamins, or whether 
you might as well be eating a good, filling 
dish of blotting paper. 


While the Politicians Argue 


The food values of meat and eggs, too, 
depend largely on the sort of vegetable 
foods our animals have been given. Even 
the most conscientious biddie, the farmer 
knows, can’t put minerals and vitamins into 
her eggs unless she gets them to eat. If the 
soil on which the hen’s corn was grown 
was good, the chances are you'll have a 
nice, nourishing egg for breakfast. Other- 
wise, not. 


The average farmer is not a chemist, and 
doesn’t know whether grains are lacking 
in copper or manganese or whatever. But 
he has observed that grains from certain 
parts of the country don’t fatten his hens, 
and that their eggs and meat don’t seem 
to fatten the people who eat them. 


That brings us back to soil erosion. We 
Americans, true, have taken some steps to 
prevent our best food from washing into 
our two oceans, plus the Gulf of Mexico. In 
the Tennessee Valley we set up the ad- 
mirable TVA project. 

But our biggest project of all, the MVA 
—Missouri Valley Authority—is still on pa- 
per. Politicians continue to argue about it, 
while an estimated $3,844,000,000 worth of 
our fertile soil turns into mud and clogs 
our rivers annually, 

The MVA would cover 10 states in whole 
or in part—an area which is frequently 
called the breadbasket of America. TVA 
worked out, and well. That’s why we would 
like to see some sort of action on MVA.

Demobilization vs. Disarmament 


T does not reflect on the since 


I 


rity of Mr. Molotov’s campaign for 


the reduction of armaments to say that his proposals are designed 
astutely to strengthen the position of his own country. 


There 


need be no doubt that he really wants the kind of disarmament he 


has proposed. 


The immediate political advan- 
tage to the Soviet Union from the 
Giscussion ia considerable, For 
Parliament and Conpress are both 
reluctant to maintain large mill- 
tary establishments. And if the 
proposals are agreed to, the mili- 
tary advantage might be decisive 
in determining the shape of the 
world settlement. 

The core of the proposal is that 
the Soviet Union is willing to re- 
duce her “powerful army... 1 
powers possessing the largest na- 
val and air forces” will “develop 
a corresponding activity in the 
matter of the reduction of arma- 
ments.” including an agreement 
to prohibit “the use of atomic 
energy for military purposes.” To 
enforce these agreements he is 
willing to have commissions to 
inspect. 


Fundamental Difference. 


To understand the proposal we 
must bear in mind the fundamen- 
tal difference between Russian 
military power and our own, The 
strength of the Red Army is in its 
immense reserves of infantry. The 
weapons of the Red Army are by 
present standards primitive. They 
are easy to manufacture. Almost 
any one can quickly be taught to 
use them. The Red Army, more- 
over, is one that can march on its 
own feet towards any theater 
where it might wish to operate. 

To reduce the Red Army is only 
fo send the troops home. The army 
can be re-created in a few weeks 
by calling the troops back, There- 
fore, because the essential 
trength of the Soviets is in their 
manpower, not in their technol- 
ogy, “disarmament” is for the 
Russians only a demobilization. An 
army which has merely been de- 
mobilized can soon be mobilized 
again, and therefore a reduction 
of the Red Army is no real reduc- 
tion in. the Soviet military po- 
tential. 


Manpower or Machines? 


Our own position is radically 
different. Our military power 
depends upon highly. specialized 
personnel operating extremely 
omplicated weapons and ma- 
chines. The manufacture of these 
weapons and machines takes a 
long time. The training of the 
men to make them and use them 
takes a long time. Installations 
are required to exert our military 
power across the wide expanse of 
the oceans; they cannot be im- 
provised quickly. 

Therefore, if we stop making 
our complicated weapons and ma- 
chines, if we do not maintain the 
installations to use them, if we do 
not train the specialists to operate 
them, we are in fact disarmed. We 
are not, like the Russians, merely 
demobilized. 

Thus Mr. Molotov’s proposal is 
in its essence that the Soviet 
Union should demobilize and that 


were adopted, the Soviet Union 
would indeed have every reason to 
insist upon effective inapection 
For inapection cannot alter the 
fact that Russian manpower can 
be mobilized by a decree calling 
men to the colors. But inspection 
to see to it that we did not main- 
tain and develop our technological 
advantages would alter radically 
the balance of power, 


Hardheaded Approach. 


The Soviet Union would remain 
capable of exerting its full 
strength at short notice, and we 
should be incapable of exerting 
ours except after years of recon- 
version and preparation. 

Thus in the fateful negotiations 
which have to be undertaken to 
achieve a general world settle- 
ment, Mr. Molotov’s proposals 
would give to the diplomacy of 
the Soviet Union a decisive su- 
periority of weight and force. The 
Red Army, though demobilized, 
would be more than ever the 
preponderant military factor in 
Europe, the Middle East and in 
the Far East. For the counter- 
vailing force, which now checks 
and balances it—namely our naval 
and air power, including the 
atomic bomb—would be reduced 
or abolished. 

Too much is at stake to justify 
us in being mealy-mouthed for 
fear of seeming not to be on the 
side of the angels, and therefore 
opposed to immediate disarma- 
ment. Our own security and the 
stability of the world settlement 
depend upon our maintaining a 
true and effective balance of 
power at all the disputed points of 
the globe. 


World Settlement First. 


If we are wise, we shall tell Mr. 
Molotoy that we wish to discuss 
the reduction of all armaments 
only in a discussion of a world 
settlement; that we do not wish to 
conclude agreements before we ar- 
rive at a world settlement; that we 
are prepared to negotiate about 
armaments only if, when, and as 
we can negotiate about the recon- 
struction of Europe around a re- 
constructed Germany, about the 
equilibrium of the Middle East, 
and about the international posi- 
tion of China and Japan in the 
Far East. 

I do not believe that we need 
be embarrassed by taking this line, 
or that we need fear that our own 
people, or the other peoples of the 
world, would misunderstand us. 
For it would show that we realize 
our interests, and are vigilant to 
protect them, and that the leading 
place we occupy in the world will 
not be lost naively, sentimentally, 
nud lazily. I venture to believe 
that even in the Kremlin there 
would be engendered a certain en- 
hanced respect by such a demon- 
stration that we knew what was

Distorted Values. 


The fundamentals of all eco- 
momics are agriculture and min- 
ing. Yet miners receive less, both 
in money and in American stand- 
ards of comely and civilized living, 
in proportion to their efforts and 
risks, than do almost any other 
class of workers. They also re- 
ceive less in proportion to their 
value to society. On the whole, 
those engaged in services devoted 
to maintaining the economic order 
-— the conservationists — receive 
Jess than those engaged in Cater- 
ing to the ultimate consumer. 

The value of the miner’s serv- 
ices only becomes patent to all 
when he ceases to render them. 
The bituminous coal miner knows 
that half of all our factory power, 
and two-thirds of all our electric 
power, depend upon him. Indeed, 
be knows that the operation of 
civilization, its homes, its schools, 
rests upon his bent shoulders as 


he crouches inside mountains, 

The miner’s knowledge of his 
own value constantly seeks recog- 
nition. If the recognition is with- 
held, he withholds his services in 
order ta compel publie awareness 
of his value. 

Perhaps the deepest and most 
social human yearning is for rec- 
ognition of one’s value. It.says: 
“Notice me, because you need me; 
care for me, that I may serve 
you.” It is a manly demand for 
the praise of other men, saying: 
“Permit me in my pride, to think 
of you because you think of me.” 

A miner expressed it simply to 
a reporter from the New York 
Herald Tribune: “I am sorry for 
you who may freeze in New York, 
but you are not sorry forme in 
the mines.” Sympathy alone be- 
gets sympathy and has the right 
to ask for sympathy. 


“A Unique Guild.” 
The miner respects himself and 
his occupation because he knows 


pensation of esteem (fame) the 
wage is divorced from value, and 
will always be inadequate. The 
fraternity of miners (expressed in 
their union) thus seeks integra- 
tion in the fraternity of the na- 
tion. 

Miners from most ancient times 
have constituted a unique guild, 
tied to their work and each other 
by a freemasonry of pride in man- 
ly dangers demanding fellowship, 
and in realization of the primary 
necessity of their toil. In parts 
of Europe they wear, for dress oc- 
casions, a special uniform, black 
and braided, with a tall cap 
flaunting a _ scarlet brush, and 
when they appear in a body at 
public festivals they are greeted 
with the homage accorded vet- 
erans, 

They have never had the men- 
tality of “prolecarians.” Being 
highly disciplined by the hazard- 
ous nature of their work, they are 
highly sensitive to external dis- 
ciplines. They have a comradely 
solidarity, similar to that of sol- 
diers at the front. To fail one’s 
buddies, to fail even to risk one’s 
life for them in a mine disaster, 
is infamy.

OKLAHOMA! STILL HAS 
SPARKLE AND ChARM 


Tuneful Musical Comedy Hit 
Returns to American for 
Three Weeks. 
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By MYLES STANDISH 
That musical comedy gem, 
“Oklahoma!” returned to the 
American Theater last night for a 
three-week run, almost two years 


after its initial appearance here, 


and demonstrated to a packed 
house that it has lost none of its 
sparkle, refreshing charm, gaiety 
and amaaing tunefulness. 

The Richard Rodgers - Oscar 
Hammertstein II work is one of 
the paragons of the musical stage. 
In a medium too often cursed with 
phony Viennese atmosphere, remi- 
niscent carpentered melodies, tedi- 
ous plots, laborious “comics,” stale 
jokes and trite situations, it stands 
out as fresh and natural as a daisy 
in the dew. 

Three and a half years of radio 
plugging hasn't dimmed the luster 
of the Redeere tunes. The music 
is not only all extremely whistla- 
ble. It is part of, and furthers 
the plot, adds characterization and 
sets the mood, The comedy songs 
are genuinely funny. Hammer- 
stein’s book and lyrics catch the 
spirit of pioneer Oklahoma, dis- 
guise the simpleness of the plot, 
which is merely cowhand wins 
girl from villain. The cleverness 
of his work is a far cry from such 
early amateurish efforts of his as 
“The Desert Song.” The dances 
devised by Agnes de Mille are 
superbly different from the usual 
chorus routines—especially the 
famous dream ballet. Rouben Ma- 
moulian’s direction has given it a 
fast, clean pace, in which there is 
never a suggestion of drag, but 
which never upsets the piece’s un- 
hurried charm. Altogether it is 
probably the best thing that has 
hit the American musical stage 
since that Kern trio of master- 
pieces, “Show Boat,” “Music in 
the Air,” and “The Cat and the 
Fiddle.” 

Although most of the roles are 
nearly actor-proof by this time, the 
National (touring) company at the 
American nevertheless handles 
them quite effectively.

Finger-print of all race track 
employes, owners, trainers, 
rooms and jockeys has been 
made compulsory at some tracks 
on the recommendation of the 
TRPB. 

“Wheh we undertook the job,” 
Drayton reported, “racing was 
pictured in our minds as being 
much blacker than it actually is. 
Personally, I think the doping of 
horses has been overly exploited 
in regard to the whole of racing. 
Of ceurse, we are working on the 
premise that one stimulation is 
too many and that the sport can 
not and will not tolerate a single 
blackguard in its ranks.” 

The report said Drayton plans 
to recommend prosecution for 
violations wherever possible, feel- 
ing that when appropriate sen- 
tences are meted out to wrong- 
doers, the problems adjust them- 
selves.

in doctrine, but only momentary 
changes in tactics.” 


Other Frenchmen argue that 
while Thorez and his co-chief of 
the party, Jacques Duclos, may 
not receive daily instructions from 
Stalin it is only logical to assume 
that, having spent the war years 
in Moscow, Thorez and Russian 
officials have worked out a long- 
range, Russian-conceived plan of 
action. 

This is the opinion, most ob- 
servers agree, of the 20,000,000 of 
France's registered vote-s who 
do not vote communist. Another 
5,000,000 Frenchmen do vote the 
Communist ticket and presumably 
do not believe it is a Russian- 
controlled party. 

There are many serious, con- 
servative Frenchmen with a deep- 
rooted fear of Communism who 
hope, nonetheless, that the Com- 
munists take the leadership of 
the Fourth Republic’s new gov- 
ernment, 

This seeming paradox is based 
on a fatalistic conviction and what 
other Frenchmen describe as a 
“risky hope.” 

The conviction ig that “the ex- 
periment of a Communist govern- 
ment has to be made some. day. 
Let’s not postpone it any longer.” 

The hope is that, unable to cope 
with the many problems facing 
France, “the Communist prestige 
will suffer such damage after a 
few years that they will never 
again win a French election.” 

Most of the Frenchmen who ar- 
gue along these lines are the o .es 
who assert that the Communists 
are not sincere in their present 
demand for the premiership of the 
cabinet that will take the reins 
of government in January. 
¢ The Communists are merely go- 
ing through the mation; these ob- 
servers insist, well aware that 
they can’t muster a majority in 
the legislature, but mustering cam- 
paign ammunition. by which they 
can tell the people later “we 
assumed our responsibility as the 
nation’s largest party. We tried to 
form a government. The Socialists 
balked us.” 

Rather than let the Communists 
benefit by another few years, dur- 
ing which opposition parties might 
grow weaker because of the na- 
tion’s disgust with continued cold 
homes and food shortages, they 
should now “be given enough rope 
to hang themselves,” runs the ar- 
gument, 

Anti-Communists who oppose this 
thinking hold that once in power 
it will be extremely difficult to 
oust the Communists, and that 
during their stint of power so 
many revolutions will be worked 
in domestic policy and so much 
damage done to France’s interna- 
tional relations that France would 
never recover.

Medicine, announced today, 

Members of the University Hos- 
pital staff, and students in the 
Schools of Medicine, Dentistry and 
Nursing are now being inoculated 
at a charge of 50 cents each. 
When the university is able to 
obtain mere vaccine, students in 
other departments will be inocu- 
lated. 

The inoculations are volu~ tary. 
Tests conducted dy the United 
States armed services during the 
war indicated that the vaccine is 
effective in reducing the incidence 
of the disease and in reducing 
the severity of the course of in- 
fluenza,

FEW slivers of oyster shell 
A overtookes 
cook in the preparation of 

some very delectable combination 
may set off unwelcomed repercus- 
sions. Their presence discourages 
or prejudices the unsophisticated 
consumer and it may provoke the 
wrath of the unsympathetic or 
serve as material for those who 
like to poke fun at aspiring cooks. 

Shucked oysters are a great con- 
venience and they are prepared by 
those adept at the business, but 
they never guarantee them to be 
entirely free from shell; So it is 
@ necessary routine to examine 
oysters carefully for shell. A good 
way to do this is to turn the oys- 
ters into a sieve placed over a 
bow! to catch the juice. The sieve 
prevents shell from passing 
through and it supplies a broad 
surface over which to spread the 
oysters. Lift up the oysters with 
the fingers and actually feel for 
the shell. Once looked over, the 
oysters can be combined with 
their liquid and used in the pre 
acribed way. 

Delicious Celery Cream Oysters. 

Two cups thinly sliced celery, 
three-fourths cup water, three 
fourths cup milk, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, three-fourths cup cof- 
. fee cream, one and one-half table- 
spoons flour, one and one-half ta- 
blespoons butter, one-half pint 
oysters, toast, parsley or cress. 

Wash and slice celery. Add wa- 
ter, milk and salt, cover and sim- 
mer until tender. Turn mixture 
into colander and force as much 
of the celery through as possible. 
To one cup of the celery puree, 
add cream and pepper. Heat but- 
ter in saucepan, add flour and 
blend until smooth. Gradually add 
celery mixture, stirring constantly 
and cook over direct heat until 
smooth and thickened, Look over 
the oysters and remove any bits 
of shell. Add oysters with their 
liquid to the sauce and continue 
to stir and cook until edges of the 
oysters curl, Serve steaming hot 
over the hot toast. Garnish with 
parsley or cress. Serves four. 


MENUS FOR WEDNESDAY. 


BREAKFAST: Canned plums, 
scrambled eggs, coffee cake. 

LUNCHEON: Vegetable soup, 
peanut butter and bacon sand- 
wiches, lime ice, butter cookies. 

DINNER: Celery cream oysters 
over hot buttered toast, buttered 
green peas, molded cranberry sal- 
ad, hot buttered toast, grape jam, 
baked apples with cream. 

Molded Cranberry Salad. 

Wash, sort and grind two cups 
whole cranberries. Add one-fourth 
cup orange juice (one small or- 
ange), one-third cup sugar and 
one-fourth teaspoon salt and set 
in refrigerator to chill while com- 
bining five teaspoons gelatine, in 
one-fourth cup apple juice to soak. 
Heat three-fourths cup apple juice 
to boiling, pour over gelatin and 
mix to dissolve. Combine al! in- 
gredients, pour into three-cup 
mold and chill until firm. Unmold 
on lettuce and serve with mayon- 
naise, Four to five servings. Serve 
each child four coups of milk to 
drink and each adult two cups in 
addition to that used in today’s 
menus.

Morgenthau Sr., New York

Misleading 


Symptoms

keeper, follows the old rule of 

a place for everything and 
everything in its place. Thus in 
the healthy body each organ in the 
abdominal cavity is assigned’its al- 
lotted space, where it can do its 
work without crowding or pres- 
sure. If it is to function properly, 
it must remain there, supported by 
well-toned muscles and adequate 
fatty pads. Ordinarily it does, but 
sometimes certain organs, such as 
the stomach or bowel, may lose 
their supports and drop out of 
position, 

When this happens the symp- 
toms which occur are often mis- 
leading because they mimic those 
of much more serious disorders. 


THIS CONDITION is known as 
visceroptosis and, according to Dr. 
R. J. McNeill Love of England, it 
may be divided into two types. One 
he calls the maternal type, which 
results from repeated pregnancies 
or the removal of a large tumor 
within the abdomen. As a result, 
the muscles within the wall of the 
abdomen lose thier strength and 
become flabby, which allows the 
abdominal organs to drop out of 
position. 

He calls the second type the vir- 
ginal type. In such instances the 
symptoms commonly begin in 
childhood, The patient is usually 
thin. with weak muscles. In both 
types such things as indigestion, 
excessive gas formation, and poor 
appetite are common symptoms. 
The symptoms are not relieved by 
diet or the taking of alkali such as 
baking soda, They are made worse 
by prolonged standing and tired- 
ness. In visceroptosis the symp- 
toms usually are relieved to some 
extent when the patient lies down. 


* * 

PATIENTS WHO HAVE viscer- 
optosis are usually of the nervous 
type. They often complain of ter- 
rible pains in the abdomen and a 
sinking feeling. In order to make 
a diagnosis of this disorder, X-rays 
of the stomach and bowel should 
be taken. Gallstones, ulcer of the 
stomach, cancer, kidney stones and 
even appendicitis may produce 
symptoms like those of viscerop- 
tosis. Thus the need for careful 
study is apparent when the symp- 
toms of visceroptosis are present. 

In treating visceroptosis, opera- 
tions were at one time recom- 
mended. However, it would appear 
that such operations are, as a rule, 
unnecessary. The two measures 
which seem to be mosg important 
are to strengthen the muscles of 
the abdomen by exercise and to 
have the patient gain weight. A 
supporting belt is also helpful in 
many cases. It is recommended 
that the patient eat small meals 
and not drink a great deal of wa- 
ter with the meals. If possible, he 
should also rest half an hour after 
meals with the foot of the bed 
raised. Certain acid mixtures may 
be taken to improve the appetite

They Call Her ‘Fairy Godmother’ 


Handicapped Children Every

MILTON, Mass., Dec. 38. 


HREE years ago when Mrs. 

Edith M. Allison was threat- 

ened with total blindness, she 
decided that she would look for 
happiness in helping others to be 
happy So, armed with a list of 
handicapped and shut-in young- 
sters, she set to work putting joy 
into their lives. To some she sent 
gifts of tropical birds, to others 
little home-made aprons, bean 
bags, beautifully dressed little 
dolls, bibs and “wishing candles” 
of various colors. 3 

Now, with her sight greatly and 
unexpectedly improved, Mrs. Alli- 
son has come to be known as 
Milton’s Lady Bountiful, Fairy 
Godmother and One-Woman Santa 
Claus, 

When doctors told her that 
there was little hope of saving her 
sight, Mrs. Allison heard about 
little 9-year-old Mary Drury of 
East Orange, N.J., who fell under 
a train. Both legs were cut off in 
the accident which occurred while 
the youngster was on her way to 
the store to buy an extra tid-bit 
for her own birthday dinner. The 
news item which Mrs, Allison read 
said that the legless girl was not 
afraid of life in a wheelchair. 

“My sight was such that I could 
barely discern objects,” Mrs. Alli- 
son now recalls that day three 
years ago, “but I realized that I 
was indeed fortunate at my age 
whatever befell me compared to 
that child. The self-pity over my 
blindness fell away and I began 
to wonder what I could do to bring 
cheer and courage into the life of 
Mary Drury. It now seems mirac- 
ulous, but almost at once I seemed 
to feel my vision returning.” 

At that time, Mrs. Allison, for- 
mer society woman of West Med- 
ford, Mass., owned but two canary 
birds. The mother bird had just 
laid an egg und Mrs. Allison de- 
cided that if the little white egg 
hatched, she would train the new 
bird and send it to the crippled 
New Jersey girl. But while wait- 
ing for the baby bird to hatch and 
then training it to perch on her 
finger, and next, to sing, she sent 
Mary a case filled with innumer- 
able gifts, not only for herself 
and members of her family, but 
also to distribute among: Mary's 
little friends in her home town. 

Thus it was that Mary became 
the first of Mrs. Allison’s several 
hundred “Little Friends,” who to- 
day address her as “My Good 
Fairy.” 

“You know, Mrs. Allison, I love 
you very much,” Mary wrote when 
she received her gifts and that 
letter is typical of the hundreds 
that children write to the woman 
who makes their dreams come 
true with song birds and other 
gifts. 

Because of her desire to bring 
happiness into the lives of others 
less fortunate than herself, Mrs. 
Allison has become a breeder of 
cockateels, a specie of the small 
Australian parrot. Experts say 
that cockateels can’t be trained, 
but Mrs. Allison’s musical com- 
mands have blended the voices of 
her birds into a melodious orches- 
tra. Each bird, in addition, is a 
specialty performer, The birds 
kiss, shake hands and can keep 
time to tunes like the phantasy 
birds of a Walt Disney movie. 

“She must be guided by angels 
who have advance knowledge of 
the happiness her birds bring to 
children,” folks here in Milton 
say. Many of Mrs. Allison's 
trained birds have been given to 
the tots at the Boston Nursery 
for Blind Children, to the young- 
sters at the Mountain Child Wel- 
fare Mission at Hazard, Ky., and 
to other handicapped little ones 
in homes, schools and hospitals 
all over the United States. 
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The news of Mrs, Allison’s proj- 
ect has brought her visitors from 
all over the country. One woman 
came all the way from California 
and another visitor reports, 
“When passages from the Bible 
are read to the birds at the end 
of day, they tuck their heads un- 
der their wings and go to sleep.” 

Birds under training by Mrs. 
Allison are given radio and movie 
names. Two parakeet favorites 
are called “Fibber McGee” and 
“Molly.” Molly responds to the 
cry of “Fire,” climbs a miniature 
ladder with 20 rungs, reaches a 
trapeze at the top, rings a sus- 
pended fire-bell with her bill and 
descends on the other side of the 
ladder.

What she does to 
transform tears into smiles brings 
messages from plucky girls like 
Phyllis Bernberg, a beauty prize 
winner at.13, who fell while skat- 
ing and suffered a spinal injury 
that caused total blindness. 


“You are doing the work of an 
angel,” Phyllis wrote to Mrs. 
Allison. “The canary you sent me 
bursts into song whenever my 
mother sings ‘White Christmas’ to 
me.’ 


Eight-year-old Charles Ponder 
of Georgetown, Ky., wrote that 
when he learned he was going to 
receive a trained bird he felt that 
he would eventually get off of 
crutches, Six-year-old Kenneth 
Tuhus, a polio victim of Chicago 
now residing in Kendall, Wis., 
who suffered the further injury of 
losing a leg by an explosion in 
his home wrote that when Mrs, 
Allison sent him some wishing 
candles, his first wish was to see 
“The Good Fairy who sent them.” 

“Wishing candles” are made by 
Mrs. Allison from unsalable and 
damaged candles given to her by 
stores. Mrs, Allison melts the old 
candles, remolds them in mixed 
colors and with each gift Mrs. 
Allison cautions, “you must make 
a new wish each time the candle 
is lighted.” Kenneth Tuhus’s sec- 
ond wish was for a trained bird 
and within a few days the bird 
was singing at his side. He also 
had a $500 war bond, given him 
by 400 GIs at Gardner General 
Hospital, with which to pay for 
an artifical limb. 

She says that the promise of 
a song bird for the child’s very 
own is a wonderful dream that 
should never know disappoint- 
ment. Her greatest experience she 
relates was fulfilling a promise 
to take some of her more accom- 
plished pets to a children’s hos- 
pital where all the tots were blind. 

Tears welled from her own eyes 
in which sight had been partially 
restored as she watched the lit- 


tant, others frightened at touch- 
ing and holding the feathered 
messengers of song, 
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Born in Chelsea, Mass., Mrs. 
Allison lived for 25 years in West 
Medford before moving to Milton. 
One son died at birth and a 
daughter and two grandchildren 
were lost in an accident seven 
years ago. It was then that Mrs. 
Allison began feeling sorry for 
herself, a tendency that devel- 
oped into a real affliction when 
the doctor told her three years 
ago that she was faced with total 
blindness. 


“But then I found my health 
hobby,” says Mrs. Allison, “and 
decided that if I were to think 
less about myself and more about 
others I might get more fun out 
of life and maybe be rewarded 
with good health in the bargain.” 

Mrs. Allison believes that the 
helping of others to be happy has

: Neither North nor South dis 
tinguished himself in the bidding, 
to put it mildly! North should 
not have made what he obvious 
ly considered a forcing pass over 
the six hearts, It was very doubt- 
ful whether he could stand a 
double even if his partner chose 
to make it. Ag a Matter of fact, 
North’s three-club bid had been 
none too logical. Since his hand 
was unsuited to anything but a 
club or a diamond contract, there 
was no reason for failing to Jump 
all the way to game in clubs. 

But, although the issue was 
pretty well obscured by North's 
bidding, South should not have 
taken the chance that he did take 
in passing to six hearts. Of 
course he could not dream that 
North was void of spades and 
had such a beautiful fit, hence 
could not hope to make a grand 
siam in clubs, but nevertheless he 
should have made that bid as a 
safety measure. If East-West 
could fulfill their slam contract, 
the loss to North-South would be 
enormous, in the neighborhood of 
1500 points. If they were defeated, 
the gain would be only about 100 
points, added to the gain of not 
taking the sacrifice (presumably) 
at seven clubs. The disproportion 
here pointed strongly to the prop- 
er decision. Since North had 
failed to take the proper action, 
South, as the last one to speak for 
his side, should have outbid the 
opponents. 

Of course, if East-West used the 
same correct philosophy they 
would go to a grand slam on their 
own account, but if they did, they 
would be down one trick, and if 
they did not, the result would be 
total victory for the North-South 
team,
